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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS . 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Lyman: : 


I beg leave to submit for your approval my fourth 
annual report of the schools of Lyman, stating their 
most salient conditions and needs. 


We believe that the past year has been a progressive 
one. We have retained a corps of competent teachers 
and no serious handicaps have retarded the year’s pro- 
gress. On the whole there has been a good spirit of co- 
operation between teachers and pupils. Efficient work 
results from such an atmosphere. May I impress upon 
the parents the necessity of regular attendance. The ad- 
vantages of such attendance are two-fold; more efficient 
work is accomplished; the town receives a larger amount 
of State aid. Through the generosity of the voters at 
the last annual town meeting we have been able to main- 
tain a school year of thirty-six weeks. We have thus 
made a gain of four weeks during the past two years. 
We trust that it will be possible to maintain this stan- 
dard in the future. 


The most progressive school systems throughout 
the country are advocating consolidation as a means oi 
doing away with the problems that make for inefficiency 
in the average one room rural school. Our own State 
Department of Education urges us to consolidate where- 
ever possible. The coming of good roads and better 
means of transportation make the problem of consolida- 
tion an easier one that it was a few years ago. The chief 
factors which militate against a high degree of efficiency 
in the average rural school are the constant change of 
teachers, lack of trained teachers, small attendance, lack 
of equipment, and general conditions which surround 
such schools. Consolidation, on the other hand, provides 
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a more attractive environment, brings together a larger 
number of pupils thus securing the mental stimulus aris- 
ing therefrom, and permits a more uniform grading of 
the schools. 

Necessary repairs have been made upon the school 
buildings during the year. The wood shed at the Smith 
school was enlarged anr the chimney repaired. At the 
Jackson school a new out building was erected and the 
walls of the school room were painted. ‘There was not 
sufficient money for a new out-building at the Goodwin’s 
Mills school. 

A glance at the financial statement will show that 
the appropriations have been judiciously spent and no 
accounts have been overdrawn. There should be no cut- 
ting down of financial support for the coming year. 

Parents and citizens are urged to visit the schools 
more frequently, become acquainted with our problems, 
and lend their co-operation and support. 

In conclusion, I wish to express to the members of 
the Committee, to the teachers, and to the citizens of the 
town my appreciation of their loyalty and support dur- 
ing the past year.

Considering that the above amount has been paid in 1924 and 
there is still a surplus, the Budget Committee believes that a re- 
duction may be made and would recommend same on the follow-

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REPORT 


OF THE 


Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Lyman: 


I submit herewith, for your consideration, my fifth an- 
nual report of the condition and needs of the schools of 
Lyman. 


Generally speaking, the past year has been successful. 
There has been no change in our corps of teachers, a good 
spirit has been maintained in the schools and progressive 
work has been accomplished. Pupils who have completed 
their elementary course and entered secondary schools 
are proving by their standing that the Lyman schools 
compare very favorably with schools in surrounding 
towns. I believe our system has been noticeably streng- 
thened by the continued maintenance of a thirty-six week 
school year. This year we have changed our grading sys- 
tem from one of nine years to one of eight. Under this 
scheme we shall be more strict in the matter of promo- 
tions in cases of children who are inclined to be slow or 
backward in their work. On the other hand opportunity 
is offered those who do good work to complete the course 
in eight years. It is obvious that if a child can do the 
work of the elementary school in eight years he should 
be given the opportunity to do so. 

Geographically the town offers many perplexing pro- 
blems in the matter of school maintenance and trans- 
portation. We are now maintaining four schools, three 
of which have a good enrollment. For the greater part 
of the year, the Cousens school has been filled to capacity. 
Five years ago this was the smallest school in town. It 
is now the largest. On the other hand, the Smith school 
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which at that time became so large that the purchase of 
additional seats was necessary, is now failing to main- 
tain an average attendance of eight pupils. The shifting 
of population in various parts of the town makes it thus 
difficult to determine which schools it is most practical to 
maintain. There has been some sentiment during the past 
year in favor of opening the Center school. In some ways 
this might be an advantage. The school house, is however 
in very poor condition. Putting this building into proper 
condition would mean the expenditure of a considerable 
sum of money. The question here to be considered is 
‘whether the school could be profitably maintained for a 
sufficiently long time to warrant the expense mentioned. 
The advantage to be gained would be the reduction of 
our conveyance problems... We have endeavored in this 
instance to provide conveyance as nearly as possible in 
conformity with the State law. If we have failed to 
work out the best solution it is not through any lack of 
desire to do so. 

The problems which I have mentioned point out one of 
our greatest needs at the present time, namely: a better 
spirit of co-operation on the part of the town as a whole. 
May we not hope that all the citizens will get together on 
these matters and assist in working out definite policies 
which wil aid bringing about more progressive schools. 
The lack of such an attitude results in discord, misun- 
derstandings, and tends to lower the efficiency of the 
schools. In the final analysis it is the children who suf- 
fer. Is not their welfare the chief factor to be consid- 
ered? 

During the past year we have completed the work of 
improving school sanitation as required by State law. 
During the summer vacation a chemical toilet was instal- 
led at the Goodwin’s Mills school. The balance of the re- 
pairs appropriation was expended in general repairs. The 
exterior and interior of the Smith school have been 
painted. Our other schools should be painted in the very 
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near future. Interior painting is especialy needed at the 
Mills and Cousens schools as the light is very poor. The 
exterior of the Jackson school is sadly in need of paint. 
I would also suggest the need of improvement in the mat- 
ter of heating and ventilation. 

With the exception of a slight overdraft in the re- 
pairs account, the schools have been financed within the 
appropriations. The substantial balance in the common 
school account is explained in part by the fact that we 
closed the books at the end of the thirty-third week of 
school. The remaining three weeks will be accounted for 
during the coming financial year. The school year closes 
June 30. We also have unpaid tuition bills. However, 
with allowances made for these items, a balance would 
still exist. I trust that the schools will continue to bene- 
fit by the generosity of the tax payers. 

In conclusion, I wish to express to the Superintending 
School Committee, the teachers, and the citizens, my ap- 
preciation of co-operation and assistance during the past 
year.

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REPORT 


eri OF THE 
Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Lyman: 


I submit for your consideration my sixth annual re- 
port of the schools of Lyman. 

During the past year there has prevailed a spirit of 
harmony and co-operation which has been beneficial to 
the schools. We have had ample support from the town, 
instruction has been of very good quality and the pupils 
haye maintained a very creditable standing in their 
work. The schools have been well supplied with neces- 
sary material and some progress has been made in the 
matter of general repairs. All these things indicate that 
the tax payers show a keen interest in the proper main- 
tenance of their schools. 

The year has been marked by one radical change in 
our system. By a vote of the town at a special meeting 
held in August, we were authorized to repair.and open 
the school in the Center District, so called. This action 
was taken as a possible means of solution of a very diffi- 
cult transportation problem. The school house has been 
repaired and put in modern condition at a cost of about 
eleven hundred dollars. The original school room was 
narrowed sufficiently to permit the installation of two 
chemical toilets and a fuel room on one side of the build- 
ing. Large windows were placed on the other sidé ad- 
mitting light at the left of the pupils thus giving a 
standard lighting arrangement. From a modern stand- 

point this building is now the best schoolhouse in town. 
This school was opened in January with a registration 
of eighteen pupils. Thus far, at least, it would seem 
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that a wise move has been made. 

During the fall.term school. was..maintained at the 
“Union.” This was a temporary..arrangement to over- 
come a congested condition at the Cousens school while 
the schoolhouse at the Center was being repaired. 

The interior of the Cousens School was painted during 
the summer. The paint is now of a lighter color 
which has resulted in adding to the attractiveness of the 
room and has also improved the lighting conditions. 
Heating conditions at this school have also been im- 
proved by placing a jacket around the stove. Next year 
the exterior of the Jackson School should be painted. 
The interior of the Mills School is also in need of paint. 
This room, at the present time is very dark and unat- 
tractive. The room is so low posted that there seems 
to be little possibility of improving the light by a change 
in the position of the windows. 

I wish to mention the work in school hygiene which 
has been done by the Maine Public Health Association. 
During the past three or four years our schools have 
benefited by the work of the county nurse. This is work 
for which many towns annually appropriate money and 
employ a school physician or nurse. Thus far this work 
has cost us nothing. I am advised that increasing de- 
mands upon the Health Association will necessitate an 
additional nurse in the near future. Some of the towns 
in the County are willing to make an appropriation to 
meet this need. The matter is well worth our considera- 
tion. 

With the exception of Center School repair account 
for which there was no definite appropriation, the schools 
have been financed within the appropriation. It is very 
gratifying to have that measure of financial support 
which will permit us to maintain the schools without 


being cramped for money. May we not hope for a con- 
tinuance of this generosity. 
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In conclusion, I wish to thank the members of the 
Committee, the officers and citizens of the town for their 
loyalty and support during the past year.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Lyman: 


It is my pleasure at this time to submit for your con- 
sideration my seventh annual report of the condition and 
needs of the Lyman schools. 

The past year has been marked by steady and con- 
sistent progress. Generally speaking attendance has 
been good, instruction has been of a high type and there 
has been a good feeling on the part of all those interest- 
ed in the schools. Some of our schools were hampered 
in the spring by an epidemic of scarlet fever, thus leaving 
some time to be made up. 

At the beginning of the spring term the (inion 
School was reopened, thus making a total of six schools 
in town. Incidentally new toilets had to be built for this 
school, thus causing an overdraft in the repairs account. 
With the completion of this work, at the Union school, 
we have now complied with the requirements of the law 
in the matter of sanitary conditions for all the schools of 
the town. 

The Jackson School was painted during the summer, 
adding much to its general appearance. During the com- 
ing year the school at the Mills and the Union School 
should be painted on the interior. This fact is especially 
true in regard to the Mills School. Aside from these 
needs our buildings are in good general repair. During 
the summer the schools were all thoroughly cleaned and 
the floors oiled. 

A glance at the financial statement will show that 
there should be some increase next year in the amount of 
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money to be appropriated for the support of the element- 


ary schools. The amount raised for text books last year 


was inadequate. 


In conclusion I wish to express to the members of 


the Committee, the teachers and the citizens of the Town, 


my appreciation of their loyalty and support during the 


past year. .

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and citi- 
zens of the Town of Lyman: 


I submit, for your consideration, my eighth annual 
report of the schools of the Town of Lyman. 


Six schools have been maintained during the past 
year with no appreciable change in enrollment and at- 
tendance. The last returns to the State Department of 
Education showed a registration of 47 boys and 29 girls 
or a total of 76. Average attendance 62.8. 


There have been a few changes in the teaching 
staff. At the close of the spring term Mrs. Clarence Day 
resigned the position at the Cousen’s school and the va- 
cancy was filled by the election of Miss Mildred E. Traf- 
ton. Miss Agnes Day went from the Center School to 
the Union to fill. vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Mrs. Kate L. Pike. During the Fall term the Center 
school was taught by Mrs. Elwin Morey and upon her 
resignation the position was taken by Miss Grace Whit- 
ney. 

The school buldings are in good condition with the 
exception of the Union, which needs interior painting. 
The school at Goodwin's Mills was painted on the in- 
terior during the summer, thus greatly improving the 
light as well as the general appearance of the school. 

Three of our schools, the Union, Center and Jack- 
son, are dangerously near the border line in the matter 
of maintaining an average attendance of eight pupils. 
Taking everything into consideration, I would advise 
that the town vote to maintain all these schools during 
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the coming year, although failing to maintain the requi- 
site attendance. 

The schools have been financed within the appro- 
priations. We were able to do this partly because of a 
three hundred dollar decrease in transportation expen- 
ses. If the present condition should obtain during the 
coming year we could probably maintain the schools 
without increased appropriations, with the possible ex- 
ception of the amount rased for high school tuition. 

In conclusion, I wish to express to the members of 
the Superintending School Committee, to the teachers 
and to the citizens of the town my appreciation of their 
loyalty and support during the past year.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Lyman: 


I submit, for your consideration, the annual report 
of the school department. 

Registration at the present time is as follows: 
Goodwins’ Mills, 19: Union, 18; Cousens, 10; Jackson, 
9; Smith, 6. Total registration, 62. Number of persons 
between the ages of 5 and 21, according to last school 
census: 59 boys; 44 girls. Total, 103. 

The Center school was closed at the end of the 
spring term, having too few pupils for its profitable 
maintenance. The pupils are transported to the Union. 
The town should take action relative to the maintenance 
of this school. A vote will also be necessary for the 
continued maintenance of the school in the Smith dis- 
trict, that school having failed to maintain an average 
attendance of 8. 

Repairs on buildings have been made where neces- 
sary. The interior of the Union school was painted dur- 
ing the Christmas recess. This school is now in very 
good condition. 

This year the teachers have been paid up to the 
time of the closing of the town books, thus causing an 
overdraft in the elementary school account. | would 
recommend that sufficient money be appropriated to 
avoid, in the future, closing the school accounts in ad- 
vance of those of the other departments of the town. © 

I wish to express to the members of the Commit- 
tee, the teachers, and citizens of the town my apprecia- 
tion of their loyalty and support during the past year.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Suerintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Lyman: 


! submit for your consideration my tenth annual re- 
port of the school department of the Town of Lyman. 

Pupils are registered and classified by schools at 
the present time as follows: Goodwin's Mills—19; Un- 
ion—17; Jackson—1!2; Cousens—8; Smith—5. Tota]l—— 
61. The last school census shows the number of persons 
between the ages of five and twenty-one years as fol- 
lows: Boys, 55; Girls, 38. Total 93. 

There have been several changes in the teaching 
staff during the past year. Miss Gladys Kelley resigned 
her position at the Mills School at the end of the spring 
term to accept a position in Providence, R. I. Miss 
Alice Goodwin was elected to this position and the va- 
cancy thus caused at the Jackson School through this 
transfer was filled by Mrs. Celia M. Day. Mrs, Day has 
resigned recently and Mrs. Marion Gray of Sanford is 
filling this position. Miss Mildred E. Trafton resigned 
from the Cousens School to accept a position in Massa- 
chusetts and this position was filled by Miss Edith Good- 
win. The vacancy caused at this time at the Union 
School by the resignation of Miss Agnes Day was filled 
by the election of Miss Helen Watson of Limerick. 

A glance at the registration statistics will show that 
we have a total registration of 6] pupils in five schools. 
Under such conditions we can not hope to get the best 
results. A small school even with an excellent teacher 
lacks that spirit of rivalry and competition which makes 
it alive. Road conditions are rapidly improving and 
the problem of consolidation is becoming correspond- 
ingly more easy to solve. A modern three-room school, 
properly located, would meet the needs of the Town of 
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Lyman for many years. Under such a scheme the tax- 
payers would come nearer receiving full return for the 
money expended. I trust this matter will be given 
thoughtful consideration. 

Little repair work has been done during the year. 
New blackboards, which have long been needed, have 
been installed at the Jackson. The buildings are, gener- 
ally speaking, in good state of repair. 

The schools have been financed within the appro- 
priations. It will be noticed that the high school tuition 
account is larger than it was in former years. 

I wish to express to the members of the Committee, 
the teachers and all interested in the schools, my appre- 
ciation of their loyalty and support during the past year.
